The music for .which the Fisk 
Singers -- are noted -and' : wliicli 
will form the greater part of their 
program in the College Theatre oil 
the evening of March 17 was given 
to flic worl^l by their Alma Mater, 
Fisk University, nearly a century 
ago. 

As far back as 1866 students of 
■t i l a t— iXiu-vorsity could be heard sing*" 
ing bits of melodies with strange 
but appealing innotations, differ- 
ent arrangements, and variation in 
uses! of verso and chorus, all of 
which bespoke? a new .music that 
wa4 woven into the fabric of. life 
of _ those Negro students. 

Most 1 of the songs were religious 
in nature and sung in the weekly 
“praise meetings” on the campus. 

Both John Work, who directed the 


group from 1898 to 1916, and ins 
son of the same name, now a mem- 
ber of the Fisk music faculty, have 
been interested in collecting those 
negro . spirituals drawn from the 
•remote rural places where negro life 
predominates, which have never been 
arranged m written down. 

-Mr. Work h a s pu b lish e d a book 

of these songs entitled “Amerieaft 
Negro Songs.” large number uif 
these spirituals is now published 
for the first time in that book and 
brought to life . by the Jubilee 
Singers. 

Thus it is that the Fisk Jubilee 
Singers will bring Collegeville on 
March 17 some of the finest musical 
traditions of the negro race and 
of their famous University.
